X arriVBd Sunday morning, Wovombar 21„ X963 about 81OO aa. rcoelvsd 
word rroa ». i'erry. Security OXfloer of tho CtaUnr^Uton that they bad a man 
check: in lOxo said hs represented a munition company out of California. I went to 
tho liotaX in company with Dot. C. U. iliorlty and Mr. C. w. Brown. :o talked 
with Kobort W. Parker, 5hh "orth Cyproao, "range, California. Ue aatlsfied 
ourselves he was 0. K. and retumod to the office. 

At 900 am I was instructed, along with Det. L. C. Craves and Det. C. N. 
Dhorily to go u? in the Jail and got i^a Oswald. I w«nt to his ceU and put the 
handcuff on him with his hands In front of him. 

ne ratumid to Captain *rlt»'s office where CapUln Fritz, Mr. SorreUs 
and Mr. lliomas Kelly of the Secret Service questioned Oswald. Also in the roon 
were Detootivos L. h, iiontgoaery, L. c. Graves, C. n. Dhority and Inspector 
Holmes of tho i^ost ^ritco Department and aiysalf . 

iihortly after lliOO am ive began tho transfer. Chief Curry had come to 
Captain fritz -a office, i had made a suceostion earUer to double cross the 
press and take Oswald out on the first aoor via the Main Street door, leaving 
tiio press waiting in tho basement and on Coonerce Street. 

Also it was euKgested to go out the Main Street ramp and wast on liain Street, 
■nieso suojeations were turned down by Chief Curry who stated that we had better 
go ahead with tho transfer aa planned, since he had given his word on it. 

Approximately 11.15 aa we left the third floor office with Oswald handcuffed 
to my left am with Det. i-. c. Craves holding to Oswald's left arm, preceded to 
the jaU elevator by Captain Fritz, Lt. Srain, Detective i-. D. Uontgomery. iVe 
reached the basement JaU offioe with officers In front we headed to the automobile 
ramp Just outside the JaU office door. W. hesiUted Just inside the JaU door. 
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then ,iven the ^ cle.^ sign. We malted out and had Juat reached the ««p 
»hor. the car «o were to ride In was being backed Into poeitl^n by Detective 
aority .hen cut of the nass of hu^^anity co«,po8ed of all the ne.,3 media, ^ich 
had eurgod forward to yithln .i, or «oven feet of us. ca.e thft figure of a n,aa 
»lth a Kun in hand. Ho took t»o quick step, and double actioned a .38 revolver 
point blank at O^^ld. X jertced back on ^swald. at the eaae tlno reaching out and 
catching Jack R.by on the left ahoulder, ahoving back and down on hi™, bringing 
ayself between Ruby and Oswald. I could eeo Det. G«vea had Ruby, gun hand and 
eun in hia hands. I turned ny attention to Oa^u and with the help of i^et. 
Combest «e took Oswald back into the JaU office and Md him down, ilandcuff. 
were removed and the city hall doctor. IV. .liebenforf was .u«»oned. We also 
called O.Keal a=b,lance. Oswald was placed in *e ambulance and ivshed to 
Parkland "ospital. I„ the ambulame besides the crew was Dr. i^eberdorf. 
Cot. L. C. Graves, Cet. C. k. flhoilty and myself. 

He was nished to surgery where he expired at 1.07 pn. November 21., 1963, 
pronounced by Dr. lorn Shires. Judge i^rce Bride was summoned. I gave him 
aU the infonnation needed to rsquest an autopsy. T3ho„ aU necessary report, 
were made, I returned to the city hall where I mad. the offense report on W 
'^ey "swald. 
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
